BLOODV BATTLE IN 
STREETS OF LODZ 


Polisli Gitjr the Scene of a Fright- 


ful Slaughter, 


56D DEAD, OVER 
700 INJURED 


St Petersburg, June 27.—These are 
gloomy days for the government of 
Russia. 
Every new dispatch accen- 
tuates the seriousness of the situation 
in Poland and the Caucasus, where a 
state of almost open war exists, and 
reports of strikps, demonstrations and 
agrarian disorders are pouring in from 
many parts of Russia proper, as If the 
volleys fired at Lodz had been tho sig- 
nal for an outbreak of general dis- 
orders like those following tho events 
of January 22, "Red Sunday." 


Up to tho present St. Petersburg 
and Moscow have not been afïected, 
but if mobilization is to be atteniptPd 
In the two capitals, as reported, a re- 
crudescence of former tumults is apt 
to be precipitated, 


A dispatch from Erivan reports a 
new and alarming feature of the sit- 
uation in the Caucasus in the desire of 
Persian Mohammedans to join their 
Moslem brethren across the border, 
which would convert a racial strife 
Into a real "Holy War" and kindle a 
llame 
which 
would devastate the 
southern Caucasus and be extinguish- 
ed only by streams of blood. 


State of Siege at Lodr. 


Lodz, Russian Poland, June 27.— 
Since the proclamation of martial law 
the situation has become more quiet 
The governor general has proclaimed 
a state of siege at Lodz. 


The rumor of an approaching mas- 
sacre of Jews has caused 20,000 Jews 
to leave the town. 


The victims of last weok*s outbreak 
total over 1200. Thus far the bodies of 
343 Jews and 218 Christians have been 
burled. The wounded rnmber over 700 
persons. 


Scattered cases of rioting as a result 
of the Insurrectionary spirit, however, 
continue. One of these occurred In 
the old Protestant cemetery, when a 
patrol was fired on from behind a 
wall. The patrol charged and killed 
12 persons, five men, four women and 
three children. 


Friday's fighting was of a character 
vastly different from the mob riots of 
February. 


The strikers paraded the streets In 
martial array, and when threatened by 
the imperial troops threw up barri- 
cades of paving stones. This was re- 
peated In a dozen parts of the city. 
In every Instance the troops, after 
searching the barricades with rlQe vol- 
leys, stormed them and bayoneted the 
defenders, 
Tho 
strikers 
defended 
themselves with revolvers and bombs 
Through the procautions of the author- 
ities none of them had been able to 
secure rifles, 


Tho slaughter Included women and 
children as well as men. Wives of the 
strikers fought with desperation, and 
in the first encounter a girl of 13, 
armed with a revolver, blew out tho 
brains of a Cossack. In the same en- 
counter a man hurled a bomb into the 
ranks of the Cossacks and killed or 
wounded 20 of them. 


After tho troops had carried all tho 
street barricades the strikers. In groups 
of from five to 100, lurked in the side 
streets, and fired volleys at tho- sol- 
diery marching along the main thor- 
oughfares. After each such attack the 
soldiers gave pursuit and slaughtered 
the fleeing strikers. 


Mobs that gathered In the streets 
were subjected to volley firing. When 
dispersed, thousands of the strikers 
climbed to the tops of houses and from 
these points of vantage hurled bomhs 
and threw vitriol. 
Soldiers maddened 
by vitriol burns committed outrages of 
the most frightful character, stabbing 
women, rlpjdng open children, tortur- 
ing men with sword pricks. 
Wounded 
strikers, 
trying to crawl from the 
streets to the shelter of the houses, 
were fired on and literally mangled by 
hundreds of bullets. 


Saturday the scenes were hardly less 
frightful, though the slaughter Wits 
much smaller than Friday. The strik- 
ers did not parade and no barricades 
were erectisd, but funive shooting from 
windows, from alleyways and from 
housetops went on from dawn until 
sunset, and at night men with long 
knives lurk at every street corner and 
patrols of soldiers In many parts of 
the city have been set upon and slaugh- 
tered by these silent, terrible foes.

Washington, Juno 27.—Russia haa 
given reassurances of its intontions in 
the peace negotiations by placing tho 
president In possession of the tenta- 
tive selection of her plenlpotontiarles. 
as follows: M. Nelldoff, the Russian 
ambassador nt Paris, and Daron Rosen, 
the uewly-apj>oiuted -Russian ambas- 
sador at Washington. Russia thus hav- 
ing taken the initiative. It Is believed 
that Mr. Takahira, tho Japanese min-

It will be used for the O. A. R. en- 
campment, It will be 115 feet long and 
C5 feet wide. 


The Union field will bo 28 by 35 feet, 
and the stripes will be 4 feet 2 Inches 
wide.

The flag's weight of 450 pounds pre- 
vents it being swung from a polo or 
hung from a cable between buildings, 
so it has been arranged to spread in 
across the front of a five-story build- 
ing on IGth street.

S t Petersburg, June 27.—These are 
gloomy days for the government of 
Russia. 
Every new dispatch accen­ 
tuates the seriousness of the situation 
in Poland and the Caucasus, where a 
state of almost open w»ar exists, and 
reports of strikes, demonstrations and 
agrarian disorders are pouring in from 
many parts of Russia proper, as if the 
volleys fired at Lodz had boon the sig­ 
nal for an outbreak of general dis­ 
orders like those following tho events 
of January 22, “Red Sunday.” 
Up to the present St. Petersburg 
and Moscow have not been affected, 
but if mobilization is to be attempted 
In the two capitals, as reported, a re­ 
crudescence of former tumults is apt 
to be precipitated. 
A dispatch from Erlvan reports a 
new and alarming feature of the sit­ 
uation in the Caucasus in the desire of 
Persian Mohammedans to join their 
Moslem brethren across the border, 
w^hlch w^ould convert a racial strifo 
into a real '‘Holy W ar’* and kindle a 
fiame 
w^hich 
would devastate the 
southern Caucasus and be extinguish­ 
ed only by streams of blood. 


State of Siege at Lodz. 
Lodz, Russian Poland, June 27.— 
Since the proclamation of martial law 
the situation has become more quiet 
The governor general has proclaimed 
a state of siege at Lodz. 
The rumor of an approaching mas­ 
sacre of Jews has caused 20,000 Jews 
to leave the town. 
The victims of last wreck’s outbreak 
total over 1200. Thus far the bodies of 
343 Jews and 218 Christians have been 
burled. The wounded riimber over 700 
persons. 
Scattered cases of rioting as a result 
of the Insurrectionary spirit, however, 
continue. One of these occurred in 
the old Protestant cemetery, when a 
patrol was fired on from behind a 
wall. The patrol charged and killed 
12 persons, five men, four women and 
three children. 
Friday’s fighting was of a character 
vastly different from the mob riots of 
February. 
The strikers paraded tho streets in 
martial array, and when threatened by 
the imperial troops threw up barri­ 
cades of paving stones. This was re­ 
peated In a dozen parts of the city. 
In every instance the troops, after 
searching the barricades with rifle vol­ 
leys, stormed them and bayoneted the 
defenders. 
The 
strikers 
defended 
themselves with revolvers and bombs 
Through the precautions of the author­ 
ities none of them had been able to 
secure rifles. 
The slaughter Included women and 
children as well as men. Wives of the 
strikers fought with desperation, and 
in the first encounter a girl of 13, 
armed with a revolver, blew out tho 
brains of a Cossack. In the same en­ 
counter a man hurled a bomb into the 
ranks of the Cossacks and killed or 
wounded 20 of them. 
After tho troops had carried all tho 
street barricades the strikers, in groups 
of from five to 100, lurked in the side 
streets, and fired volleys at the* sol­ 
diery marching along the main thor­ 
oughfares, After each such attack the 
soldiers gave pursuit and slaughtered 
the fleeing strikers. 
Mobs that gathered in the streets 
were subjected to volley firing. When 
dispersed, thousands of the striker.^ 
climbed to the tops of houses and from 
these points of vantage hurled bomhs 
and threw vitriol. Soldiers maddened 
by vitriol burns committed outrages of 
the most frightful character, stabbing 
women, rlp))ing open children, tortur­ 
ing men with sw'ord pricks. Wounded 
strikers, trying to crawl from the 
streets to the shelter of the houses, 
were fired on and literally mangled by 
hundreds of bullets. 
Saturday the scenes were hardly less 
frightful, though the slaughter wxis 
much smaller than Friday. The strik­ 
ers did not parade and no barricades 
were erectiid, but furtive shooting from 
windows, from alleyways and from 
housetops went on from dawn until 
sunset, and at night men with long 
knives lurk at every street corner and 
patrols of soldiers in many parts of 
the city have been set upon and slaugh­ 
tered by these silent, terrible foes.

PEACE ENVOYS KNOWN 


Czar Selects Nelldoff and Baron Ros^n, 
Japan Baron Komura and Takahlra. 
W’ashington, June 27.—Russia has 
given reassurances of its intentions in 
tho poace negotiations by placing tho 
president in possession of the tenta­ 
tive selection of her plonipotontiarlea, 
as follows: M. NelldofT, tho Russian 
ambassador at Paris, and Baron Rosen, 
the newly-api>oiuted oRussian ambas­ 
sador at Washington. Russia thus hav­ 
ing taken the initiative, it is believed 
that Mr. Takahlra, the Japanese min­ 
ister, during his call at the White 
House, Informally told the president 
that Japan’s selections, also tentative, 
w^re Jiaron Komura, the 
Japanese 
tiiinister for foreimi affairs, and Kogoro 
Takahlra. the Japanese minister at 
Washington.

It will be used for tlie O. A. R. en­ 
campment It will be 115 feet long and 
55 feet wide. 
The Union field will bo 28 by 35 feet, 
and the stripes will be 4 feet 2 Inches 
wide.

Among many things which the Jap- 
anese have done during the war which 
they are now waging and which ha^e 
attracted the attention of the world, 
their use of the telephone is one. 
As 
each advance was made or a trench 
was dug connections were made with 
headquarters by telephone. 
Thus, not 
only was all important 
Information 
transmitted immediately to the com- 
mander, but fighting was directed from 
the latter point by the same means. 
The commander was able to direct 
the fire of the guns and to order ad- 
vances when the proper time arrived. 
The telephone in this service has tak- 
en the place of the courier and does 
the work better 
and more 
quickly. 
By Its ability to communicate instant- 
ly with many and widely separated 
points not only are the army's opera- 
tions directed more effectively, but one 
commander is enabled to 
control 
a 
larger force than was possible under 
the old system. 
Could Field Marshal 
Oyama have directed the operations of 
400,000 
men and 
have 
timed 
his 
strokes so exactly had he been forced 
to depend upon 
orders 
carried 
by 
horse? 
How could he have controlled 
a fighting line a hundred miles long? 
Without the telephone the operations 
would have been carried on by a num- 
ber of generals, each acting according 
to a certain plan, but depending large- 
ly upon his own judgment for what to 
do and when to do i t 
That the fight 
would have been carried on as bravely 
none can doubt, but the telephone co- 
ordinated the actions of each division 
and reduced the armies to one vast 
machine. Nothing was left to chance; 
every stroke was correctly timed, and 
the commander-in-chief was at once 
informed of its result 
Even tbe fly- 
ing columns were followed by the en- 
gineering corps and the result of every 
skirmish and the taking of every vil- 
lage were known within a short time 
at headquarters.—Electrical Review.

United States Government has here 
In operation one of the largest acety- 
lene gas plants in the world. The mil- 
itary post at the ontrnnce of the his- 
iorlcal Chickaman^rn Dattl«^fiold, where 
thirty thousand Union and Confederate 
soldiers were lost in the memorable 
bnttle of'September 19 and 20, 18G3, 
contains about one hundred buildings, 
the seventy-fire principal ones of which 
are lighted with acetylene. To accom- 
plish thi« six and one-half miles of 
mains and two miles of serrlce pipes 
are in use, while sixty-flve street lamps 
brilliantly illuminate the avenues of 
the post. 


In 1903 tbe War 
Department In- 
stalled a test acetylene plant**at Fort 
Meyer, Virginia. 
The results were so 
gratifying and the superiority of the 
illuminant so evident tbat the Govern- 
ment, >Iarch 20, 1904, placed the con- 
tract for the Ghickamau^a plant, in 
which every citizen of the United States 
should have his pro rata of pride. 


But the Government has not confined 
i^ts acceptance of acetylene to this mili- 
tary post. 
Since becoming satisfied of 
the efficiency, superiority and econom- 
ical advantages of this particular Il- 
luminant, the United States has in- 
stalled a nnmber of plants in Indian 
schools and other Government insti- 
tutions.

American people. 


A New Death Test.

Kullroft'l Hmtm I«ecU1»tlon. 


Testifying before the Senate Coitj- 
raittee at Washington, Interstate Com- 
merce Commissioner Prouty said in 
discussing the proposition to give that 
commission the power to regulate rail- 
way rates: 


"I think the railways should make 
their own rates. 
I think rhey should 
be allowed to develop their own busi- 
ness, 
I have never advocated 
any 
law, and I am not now in favor of any 
law, which would put the rate making 
power into the hands of any commis- 
sion or any court. 
While it may be 
necessary to do that some time, while 
that is done in some States at the 
present time, while it is done in some 
countries, I am opposed to It, 
The 
railway rate is property. 
It is all the 
property that the railway has got. Tbe 
rest of its property is not good for 
anything unless It can charge a rate. 
Now it has always seemed to me that 
when a rate was fixed, if that rate was 
an unreasonable rate, It deprives the 
railroad company of its property pro 
tanto. 
It is not necessary that you 
should conOscate the property of a 
railroad; it is not necessary that you 
should say that it shall not earn three 
per cent, or four per cent. 
When you 
put in a rate tbat is inherently un- 
reasonable, you have deprived 
that 
company of its rights, of its property, 
and the Circuit Court of the United 
States has jurisdiction under the four- 
teenth amendment to restrain that. 
I 
have looked at these cases a great 
many times, and I can only come to the 
conclusion that a railroad company is 
entitled to charge a fair and reasonable 
rate, and If any order of a commission, 
if any statute of a State Legislature, 
takes away that rate, the fourteenth 
amendment protect» the railway com- 
pany."

Feather Cake—Cream one tablespoon 
of butter; add one cupful of sugar, then 
one egg well beaten and one and a half 
cupfuls of flour, alternating with one- 
half cup of milk; beat well and add 
two and one-half level teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder; turn Into a greased 
cake pan and bake twenty minutes. 
Delicious Cheese Cake — Mix with 
two cups of cottage cheese four ounces 
each of fresh butter and sugar, a small 
nutmeg grated, two stale, grated lady 
fingers. 
Stir into this mixture the 
white of one and the yolks of four 
eggs, an ounce of almond paste mixed 
with two teaspoonfuls of rose water 
and the same of wiiite wine. Then add 
six ounces of well washed and dried 
currants. 
Mis all well together and 
pour into patty pans lined with puff 
paste and bake in a moderate oven un­ 
til paste is done about half an hour. 
Cocoanut Pudding—Soak one quart 
of stale bread broken in pieces in two 
quarts of milk one hour; beat three 
eggs with half a cup of sugar; add two 
level teaspoonfuls of salt and stir into 
the bread and milk; then add one cup­ 
ful of prepared cocoanut and half a 
cup of finely cut citron; turn into a 
pudding dish and bake three-quarters 
of an hour or steam one and one-quar­ 
ter hours; serve with a sauce made by 
creaming one-third cup of butter; add 
two-thirds 
cup of powdered sugar; 
when worked together until creamy 
add one teaspoonful of vanila extract 
and pile on a fancy plate and grate 
over some nutmeg.

Care of the Hair, 


Hair generally begins to turn gray 
first upon the temples. 
In most peo- 
ple gray hairs 
show 
themselves at 
about forty years of age. 
But there 
are wide variations In time. 
The im- 
mediate cause of gray hair 
is in the 
failure of the cells 
at the 
growing 
point to manufacture the pigment nec- 
«asary to give the color to the hair. 
Wben this change takes place at mid- 
life it marks a gradual lowering of the 
vitality of the skin, and to some extent 
of course, a decadence of general vi- 
tality. 
In 
estimating, however, the 
immediate cause of baldness 
and of 
irray hair, a 
very important 
factor 
must always be taken 
into account, 
namely, heredity. 


The first rule for the 
care of the 
hair is to wash It. 
This should 
be 
done about once a week 
with 
luke- 
warm water and Castile soap. 


Another Important rule 1b to comb 
and brush the hair three or four times 
a day, thus bringing more blood to the 
roots of the hair^ more nutritive ma- 
terial, and carrying away the 
dead 
waste. 
Brushing brings 
more 
blood 
to the scalp, and to this extent tends 
to promote the growth and vigor of 
the hair. 
Massage of the scalp has 
the same effect, and this must be prac- 
tised also if one would care properly 
(or the hair. 


Curling 
of 
hair 
is 
exceedingly 
doubtful. 
The heat kills the hair, and 
dead hair tends to fall out. 
If 
you 


must curl the- hair use soft silk ra$rs 
with which to do It. 
Sheet 
lead and 
hard paper are almost as bad as the 
curling tongs, 
A word 
of advice to 
men. 
Don't 
wear the 
tight-fitting, 
heavy hats 
or caps. 
These 
Impede 
the free circulation 
of blood 
to the 
scalp, aud as a result the hair Is not 
properly nourished, nor Is 
the dead 
waste carried 
away. 
The 
growing 
root is suffocated through lack of oxy- 
gen. and In the end the hair dies and 
falls out.—Prof. A. P. Knight In the 
Queen's Monthly.

In some degree, even as it was then giVen to Frenchmen to understand the 
art of politics, he was a statesman; he could settle disputes justly and satis- 
factorlly, a-nd he could administer the affairs of the community under his 
charge with the requisite skill,—Harper's Magazine.

Alcohol from Sawdust. 


Prof. 
Classen, 
of 
tho 
Technical 
High 
school, 
Aix-la-Chapelle» 
has 
brought out a process of making al- 
cohol from sawdust, of which great 
things are expected. 
The cellulose la 
treated with gaseous sulphuric acid, 
and glucose formed, which is convert- 
ed Into alcohol by fermentation. 
A 
ton of sawdust yields about 50 gal- 
lons of crude alcohol, or 25 gallons of 
absolute alcohol. 
It Is expected, how- 
ever, that In time 30 gallons or more 
will be obtained. 
Taking Into 
ac- 
count the cost of sawdust and grain, 
it seems that the new process 
will 
supersede the old. 
The cellulose re- 
moved from the sawdust Is the only 
component having a fuel value, and 
the residual sawdust can be utilized 
as fuel In the process of manufacture. 
To this end It can be pressed 
Into 
the 
form 
of 
briquettes.—London 
Globe.

It wa« only recently that the Bra- 
cilians found out the value of the 
batata tree as « producer of the gum 
that makes gutta-percha. 
They hare 
been In the habit of cutting It down for 
firewood and building material. 
It is 
said that the tree grows iu Kuch abund* 
ance near Para and along the trlbu* 
taries of the Amazon for hundreds of 
miles that there is practically no limit 
to the supply. 
More sap Is yielded 
by the balata than by the* rubber tree, 
but it Is not so easily obtained. 


By the Hubon process, black pigment 
Is made by pumping acetylene Into 
steel cylinders to a pressure of about 
two atmospheres, and then passing 
an electric spark through the vessels, 
the gas being thus disassociated into Its 
carbon and hydrogen. 
The hydrogen 
is collected for any convenient use; the 
carbon is ready for the market. Acety­ 
lene black is free from the oily impuri­ 
ties of ordinary lamp-black, and the 
demand is already so great that the 
first factory—now running in Switzer­ 
land—is likely to be followed by others 
in other countries. 


HARDY ORANQES. 


Ixptrlm tntt to Stcurt Frost-Rtslttant 
Variety Setmt to B* SucceMful, 
Florida orange growers, who accord­ 
ing to press dispatches are now pro­ 
tecting their groves from the disas­ 
trous effects of the threatening cold 
snap, will be glad to learn that the 
hardy orange experiments of the de­ 
partment of agriculture give promise 
of immediate success. 
It will be re­ 
membered that investigation was start­ 
ed some years ago to develop a frost- 
resisting orange. 
During the past sea­ 
son the first fruits of the hybrids were 
obtained. 
They are said to be inter­ 
mediate in character between the Flo­ 
rida sweet orange and the hardy tri­ 
foliate and have good, though few 
seeds. 
It is from the seeds of these 
oranges that it is' hoped to obtain a 
variety that will possess the necee- 
eary commercial characteristics as well 
às the physical one most valuable to 
the Florida growers, namely, the abil­ 
ity to resist, low temperatures. 
Th« 
hybrids referred to are the result of 
crossing the hardy Japanese form with 
the Florida sweet orange. 
They are 
pronounced the hardiest evergreen 
oranges known in the world. 
They 
promise to be of great value as hedge 
plants apart from their fruit-bearing 
value. 


Hunttra In Main*. 
It is estimated that 8.000 or 10.000 
hunters 
from other States visited 
Maine during the hunting season, each 
of whom paid |2 or |3 a day to the li­ 
censed guide«. 
The law compels per­ 
sons from without the State to employ 
these guides, the object being the pro­ 
tection of game from recklew slaugh­ 
ter, and, incidentally, to bring money 
into the State. 
Including the guide 
fees, hotel bills, camp rentals and rail­ 
road fares, the hunters left probably 
11,000,000 there. 


A snowflake, like 
a 
hailstone, is 
formed on a particle of dust in the 
upper atmosphere. 
It begins its ca­ 
reer at the top of a cloud, many miles 
above the earth, and passes In its 
downward course through many at­ 
mospheric strata, differing in their 
temperature and the quantity of mois­ 
ture they contain. 
In a stratum of 
warmer air it catches moisture and 
when it enters a cold stratum below 
the moisture is frozen, and so the flake 
grows until it reaches the earth. In a 
thawing air. many flakes come to­ 
gether, forming larger ones. 


It Is said that a cement for mending 
!ron, which is strong enough to resist 
the blows of a sledge-hammer, may be 
made by a mixture of equal parts of 
sulphur and white lead, with about 
one-sixth proportion of borax, the three 
being thoroughly incorporated so as 
to make a homogenous mas.s. 
Wlien 
the composition is to be applied it Is 
wet with strong sulphuric acid, and a 
thin layer of it is placed between the 
two pieces of iron, which are immedl 
ately pressed together. It will be per 
fectly dry in five days, all traces ot 
the cement having disappeared, and 
the work .having every look of weld 
ing.

The gardens and fields of Yucatan 
are filled with vegetables and fruits 
almost unknown to the outside world. 
The forests and jungles also contain 
wild fruits, excellent even in their un 
cultivated state, which might be bred 
into valuable food products. 
One of 
the most Important native Yucatan 
grains, Ixim, called by the natives, 
“Grace of God,” somewhat resembles 
the Indian corn of the United States. 
There are six native varieties culti­ 
vated. 
Xmic nal, the long-stalked, 
large-grained variety Is the most large­ 
ly planted. 
The seed is put Into the 
ground in May and the plant Is fully 
matured by January. Under the prim­ 
itive nature methods twenty or thirty 
bushels to the acre are raised. 


The 
following 
thermo-dynamlcai 
problem is stated and solved by the 
Engineer: “ A boy eats two ounces of 
ice. 
Let us see what is the approxi­ 
mately thermo-dynamic equivalent of 
the work he has made his interior do, 
assuming he takes five minutes to eat 
it. In melting the ice he will require 
^eighteen units to reduce It to water. 
To raise it in temperature to that of 
his inside he will require seven more 
units, or a total of twenty-five British 
iS thermal units. Taking the mechanical 
equivalent as 777 foot pounds, this 
will be equal to 19,425 foot pounds. If 
the boy weighs 100 pounds he will 
■ have called upon bis stomach to do as 
much heat work as would with a ma­ 
chine, having unit efficiency, raise him 
194 feet high, or a heat extracatlon 
equal to nearly an eighth of a horse 
power.” 


A **H om iax lu ttln c f * Storjr# 
The Byron Republic relates a re­ 
markable dog story. 
The paper says 
that some eeven or eight years ago 
Mr. Housouer, of Byron, who was then 
rMving at Galena, Kan., made a trip 
through the territory opi a hunting ex­ 
pedition, passing through the neigh­ 
borhood of Mendon. His dog followed 
the wagon the entire journey, from 
Galena, being about 250 miles. When 
Blr. Housouer moved to Byron last 
winter he left the dog at his old home. 
'About trv^o months ago he had the dog 
shipped to Byron from Kansas. 
He 
was a good hunting dog, and on a trip 
a couple of weeks ago near the salt 
plains became separated from his 
owner, who supposed he had returned 
home. 
On returning home he found 
the dog had not arrived, and Just a 
week from that day received a letter 
from relatives at Galena, stating that 
the old dog had safely returned and 
seemed glad to get back.

The commander was able to direct 
the fire of the guns and to order ad­ 
vances when the proper time arrived. 
The telephone in this service has tak­ 
en tho place of the courier and does 
the work better 
and more quickly. 
By its ability to communicate Instant­ 
ly with many and widely separated 
points not only are the army’s opera­ 
tions directed more effectively, but one 
commander is enabled to control 
a 
larger force than was possible under 
the old system. Could Field Marshal 
Oyama have directed the operations of 
400,000 
men and 
have 
timed 
his 
strokes so exactly had he been forced 
to depend upon 
orders 
carried 
by 
horse? How could he have controlled 
a fighting line a hundred miles long? 
Without the telephone the operations 
would have been carried on by a num­ 
ber of generals, each acting according 
to a certain plan, but depending large­ 
ly upon his own judgment for what to 
do and when to do it. That the fight 
would have been carried on as bravely 
none can doubt, but the telephone co­ 
ordinated the actions of each division 
and reduced the armies to one vast 
machine, Nothing was left to chance; 
every stroke was correctly timed, and 
the commander-in-chief was at once 
informed of its result. Even the fiy* 
ing columns were followed by the en- 
gilneering corps and the result of every 
skirmish and the taking of every vil­ 
lage were known within a short time 
at headquarters.—Electrical Review.

To accom­ 
plish thi« six and one-half miles of 
mains and two miles of service pipea 
are in use, while slxty-flve Rtreet lampa 
brilliantly illuminate the avenues of 
tho post. 
In 1903 the War Department In­ 
stalled a test acetylene plant^at Fort 
Meyer, Virginia. The results were ao 
sxatifying and the superiority of the 
illuminant so evident that the Govern­ 
ment, >Iarch 20, 1904, placed the con­ 
tract for the ChickamauKa plant, In 
which every citiaenof the United States 
should have his pro rata of pride. 
But the Government has not confined 
ys acceptance of acetylene to this mili­ 
tary post. Since becoming satisfied of 
the efficiency, superiority and econom­ 
ical advantages of this particular Il­ 
luminant, the United States baa in­ 
stalled a number of plants in Indian 
schools and other Government insti­ 
tutions. 
Acetylene gns is one of the simplest 
as well as the most perfect of artificial 
lights.. It Is made by the'contact of 
water and carbide (a manufactured 
product for sale at a nominal price), is 
absolutely safe and gives a beautiful 
white light soothing to the eyes and

—In the farm home, the village store, 
the town hall, the church—and is so 
easily maintained as to be practical for 
all classes. 
It is a matter for national congratu­ 
lation that in beautifying so historic 
a spot as Chickamauga, nothing but the 
best, including the lightiiig system, baa 
been deemed good enough for the 
American people. 


A New Death Test. 
Although physicians assert that the 
possibility of being buried alive can 
only occur where a medical examina­ 
tion has not been 
made, 
German 
papers state that a stronger, abso­ 
lutely reliable guaranty for discerning 
actual death is still demanded. 
The 
discovery of a new medium for ascer­ 
taining death, with perfect certainty, 
will therefore attract attention. 
It 
consists in injecting a solution 
of 
fiuorescine deep into the tissues. 
If 
circulation exists tbe skin and muc­ 
ous membranes become very yellow 
and the eyes assume the 
color 
of 
emeralds; 
if the 
circulation 
has 
ceased, none of these results occur. 
The discoverer, Dr. Icard, proposes 
that at least two hours before bodies 
are placed in cofllns such an injec­ 
tion with fiuorescine be made. If life 
is not yet extinct, the injection does 
no harm, and the 
coloring 
disap­ 
pears.—Medical Record.

Testifying before the Senate Com­ 
mittee at Washington, Interstate Com­ 
merce Commissioner Prouty said in 
discussing the proposition to give that 
commission the power to regulate rail­ 
way rates: 
“I think the railways should make 
their own rates. I think rhey should 
be allowed to develop their own busi­ 
ness. 
I have never advocated any 
law, and I am not now In favor of any 
law, wlilch would put the rate making 
power into the bands of any commis­ 
sion or any court. 
While it may be 
necessary to do that some time, while 
that is done in some States at the 
present time, while it is done In some 
countries, I am opposed to it.

It is nil the 
property that the railway has got. The 
rest of its property Is not good for 
anything unless it can charge a rate. 
Now it has alw'ays seemed to me that 
when a rate was fixed, if that rate was 
an unreasonable rate, It deprives the 
railroad company of its property pro 
tanto. 
It is not necessary that you 
should confiscate the property of a 
railroad; it is not necessary that you 
should say that it shall not earn three 
per cent, or four per cent. When you 
put in a rate that is inherently un­ 
reasonable, you have deprived that 
company of its rights, of its property, 
and the Circuit Court of the United 
States has jurisdiction under the four­ 
teenth amendment to restrain that. I 
have looked at these cases a great 
many times, and I can only come to the 
conclusion that a railroad company is 
entitled to charge a fair and reasonable 
rate, and if any order of a commission, 
If any statute of a State Legislature, 
takes away that rate, the fourteenth 
amendment protects the railway com­ 
pany."

Soapbark jelly is the best all round 
cleansing agent that a woman can 
keep on hand. It may be prepared by 
fjuttlng a bandful of soapbark in a 
quart of boiling water and letting it 
cool.

Care of the Hair, 
Hair generally begins to turn gray 
first upon the temples. In most peo­ 
ple gray hairs 
show themselves at 
about forty years of age. But there 
are wide variations in time, The im^ 
mediate cause of gray hair is in the 
failure of the cells 
at the 
growing 
point to manufacture the pigment nec- 
easary to give the color to the hair. 
When this change takes place at mid- 
Ufe it marks a gradual lowering of the 
vitality of the skin, and to some extent 
of course, a decadence of general vi­ 
tality. 
In 
estimating, however, the 
immediate cause of baldness 
and of 
irray hair, a 
very important 
factor 
must always be taken 
into account, 
namely, heredity. 
The first rule for the 
care of the 
hair is to wash it. This should 
be 
done about once a week with luke­ 
warm water and Castile soap. 
Another important rule is to comb 
and brush the hair three or four times 
a day, thus bringing more blood to the 
roots of the hair, inore nutritive ma­ 
terial, and carrying away the 
dead 
waste. Brushing brings more blood 
to the scalp, and to this extent tends 
to promote the growth and vigor of 
the hair. Massage of the scalp has 
the same effect, and this must be prac­ 
tised also }f one would care properly 
tor the hair. 
Curling 
of 
hair 
is 
exceedingly 
doubtful. The heat kills the hair, and 
dead hair tends to fall out. If

more childish superstitions of his savage friends. He was not only a good 
and courageous navigator, but he was a brave and skilful soldier. 
Above 
all, he not only Inspired men with hi.s enthusiasm, but Invited their confidence, 
from the King, nobles, and merchants of France to the savages of the woods. 
In some degree, even as it was then giVen to Frenchmen to understand the 
art of politics, he was a statesman; be could settle disputes justly and satis­ 
factorily, and he could administer the affairs of the community under his

Alcohol from Sawdust. 
Prof. 
Classen, 
of tho 
Technical 
High 
school, 
Alx-la-Chapelle, 
has 
broug^ht out a process of making al­ 
cohol from sawdust, of which great 
things are expected. The cellulose Is 
treated with gaseous sulphuric acid, 
and glucose formed, which is convert­ 
ed into alcohol by fermentation. 
A 
ton of sawdust yields about 50 gal­ 
lons of crude alcohol, or 25 gallons of 
absolute alcohol. It is expected, how­ 
ever, that in time 30 gallons or more 
will be obtained. 
Taking into ac­ 
count the cost of sawdust and grain, 
it seems that the new process 
will 
supersede the old. 
The cellulose re­ 
moved from the sawdust is the only 
component having a fuel value, and 
the residual sawdust can be utilized 
as fuel in the process of manufacture. 
To this end it can be pressed into 
the 
form 
of 
briquettes.—^London 
Globe.

URING a summer which I

I I P Mountains I became ac- 


quainted with an old farm- 
er-hunter. Ebeu Holt, who 
knew more about the woods and "all 
outdoors" in general than any one else 
I have met. He related to me this ad- 
venture that he had had nearly sixty 
years before: 


''When Cousin Thad and I were boys 
our families came up from Connecti-

/American Newspaper Publishers' As- 
sociation, held at the Waldorf-Astoria, 
Now York, with 450 present, in re- 
sponse to the tonst. "Tho American 
Newspaper," Colonel George HarVey 
said that continued advance by news- 
papers in absolute and unqualified free- 
dom of expression would make the 
American Press second only to Chris- 
tianity among the agencies for the up- 
lifting of humanity. 


Colonel Harvey continued: 
"In all other lines of industrial de- 
velopment specialization has become 
the keynote of endeavor. 
That is has 
crept into the making of newspaperse 
to a very considerable degree there can 
be no doubt 
Each great metropolitan 
newspaper has come to be recognized 
as having a special field, but has this 
tendency, whether or not desirable, yet 
approached the limit of effectiveness? 
How many newspapers from the mere 
force of tradition continue to print 
columns of inadequate and unrecog- 
nized information regarding specific 
subjects which are never read by per- 
sons who, seeking that information, in- 
variably turn to a journal which sup- 
plies it in a systematic and thorough 
manner. 


"It is undoubtedly the province of the 
American journal to expose and to help 
to remedy public abuses, but it was 
once said more or less truthfully that 
there can be too much of a good thing. 
In a broader sense, has the American 
newspaper kept pace with that great 
Industrial development whica has be- 
come a marvel for history? 
The jour- 
nalist. in a position of responsibility, 
unwilling to hazard his fortune, his 
hope of preferment^ upon his instinct 
to perceive the right, and upon his faith 
in the recognition of truth by his con- 
stituency, is a disgrace to his profes- 
sion. 
To lead, not to follow, be the 
motto. 
Absolute and unqualified free- 
dom of expression will not only irresist- 
ably lift the profession itself to the 
place where it belongs, but will just as 
surely confer the greatest good upon 
the greatest number, and make the 
American newspaper second only to 
Christianity among God'3 agencies fori 
the uplifting of humanity."

I I ^ Moiintnhis I became ac* 
quainted with an old farra- 
er-huntor, Ebeu Holt, who 
knew more about the woods and “all 
outdoors’' In general than any one else 
I have met. He related to me this ad­ 
venture that he had had nearly sixty 
years before: 
“When Cousin Thad and I were boys 
our families came up from Connecti­ 
cut and settled in Grafton County, 
ilew Hamp.shlrp, In a rough region but 
sparsely Inbablted by backwoodsmen.

At the ninteenth annual dinner of thef 
American Newspaper Publishers’ As­ 
sociation, held at the 'Waldorf-Astoria, 
New York, with 450 present, in re­ 
sponse to the toast, “Tho American 
Newspaper,” Colonel George HarVey 
said that continued advance by news­ 
papers in absolute and unqualified free­ 
dom of expression would make the 
American Press second only to Chris­ 
tianity among the agencies for the up­ 
lifting of humanity. 
Colonel Harvey continued: 
“In all other lines of industrial de­ 
velopment specialization has become 
the keynote of endeavor. That is has 
crept into the making of newspaperse 
to a very considerable degree there can 
bo no doubt. Each great metropolitan 
newspaper has come to be recognized 
as having a special field, but has this 
tendency, whether or not desirable, yet 
approached the limit of effectiveness? 
How many newspapers from the mere 
force of tradition continue to print 
columns of inadequate and unrecog­ 
nized information regarding specific 
subjects which are never read by per­ 
sons who, seeking that information, in­ 
variably turn to a journal which sup­ 
plies it in a systematic and thorough 
manner. 
“It is undoubtedly the province of the 
American Journal to expose and to help 
to remedy public abuses, but it was 
once said more or less truthfully that 
there can be too much of a good thing. 
In a broader sense, has the American 
newspaper kept pace with that great 
industrial development whicii has be­ 
come a marvel for history? The Jour­ 
nalist, in a position of responsibility, 
unwilling to hazard his fortune, his 
hope of preferment^ upon his Instinct 
to perceive the right, and upon his faith 
In the recognition of truth by his con­ 
stituency, is a disgrace to his profes­ 
sion. 
To lead, not to follow, be the 
motto. Absolute and unqualified free­ 
dom of expression will not only irresist- 
ably lift the profession itself to the 
place where it belongs, but will just as 
surely confer the greatest good upon 
the greatest number, and make the 
American newspaper second only to 
Christianity among God’i^ agoncies fori 
the uplifting of humanity.»f

Crooked Rivers. 
The River Jordan has long

Them to Use Deceit Instead 
of Courage. 
There are a surprising number of 
Quaker animals—animals 
whose re­ 
gular method of self-protection is to 
offer no resistance to their enemies. 
The 
Jrick of ''^snamming 
dead'* Is air old story, A writer in the 
London Spectator cites several other 
oases of combined cunning and meek­ 
ness. 
The hedgehog, the 
porcupine, 
the Australian echidnas and some oi 
the armadillos refuse to fight, but they 
are protected by sharp spires or armor. 
Some of the armadillos are great dig­ 
gers and take refuge in holes, while 
porcupines often hide in hollow logs or 
trees. 
Among marine animals is a starfish, 
often called the **brittle star,** which 
Is the despair of collectors. 
It seems 
to make it a point of pride that none 
of its family shall be shown in a bot­ 
tle or on a museum shelf. When tak­ 
en from the water this starfish throws 
off Its legs and also its stomachs. The

who 
thought that he had 
succeeded 
in 
coaxing a specimen into a pail only to 
see it dismember itself at the last 
moment. 
W. H. Hudson describes the death- 
feigning habits of a small South Af- 
frican fox common on the pampas. If 
caught in a trap or overtaken it col­ 
lapses as if dead, and to all appear­ 
ances is dead. 
“The deception is so 
well carried out that dogs are con­ 
stantly taken in by it. 
When one 
withdraws a little way from a feign­ 
ing fox and watches him very atten­ 
tively a slight opening of the eye may 
be detected^, 
Finally, when left to 
himself, he does not recover and start 
up like an animal that has been stun­ 
ned, but slowly and cautiously raises 
his head first and only gets up when 
his foes are at a distance. I was once 
riding with a gaucho when we saw 
on the open level ground in front of 
us a fox not yet fully grown, standing 
still and watching our approach.

at once it dropped, and when we came 
up to the spot it was lying stretched 
out, with eyes closed and apparently 
dead, 
Befof*e passing 
on, my 
com­ 
panion, who said it was not the first 
time that he had seen such a thing, 
lashed it vigorously ^vith bis whip ior 
some moments without producing the 
slightest effect.** 
Dogs show much the same tendency 
when they lie down meekly, with their 
heads down and tails tucked in, and 
invite a beating. Puppies are just as 
good at this as hardened -veterans. 
Some kinds of beetles, many of the 
woolly caterpillars which have poison­ 
ous hairs on their backs and numer­ 
ous spiders adopt similar tactics. Even 
the weed-louse has the same trick, and 
rolls itself into a ball. 
In the whole animal kingdom, if 
anything runs away, there is always 
found something to run after it. 
The 
badger, which defends itself wickedly 
when attacked, is often used for bait­ 
ing. 
Perhaps the commonest instance of 
passive resistance is the land tortoise, 
which draws up its front piece and 
pulls in its head and legs and defies 
its foes by locking them out
